DVARD GRIEG composed the incidental music for 

Ibsen’s fantastic drama, Peer Gynt, at the request 
of Ibsen himself. The music, first published as a piano 
duet, originally comprised twenty-two numbers, eight of 
which were subsequently extracted and arranged into 
two orchestral suites. 


Morning Mood. (Side 1, Band 1) 

This lovely tonal picture was written by Grieg for the 
opening scene of the fourth act of Peer Gynt. Peer, a 
handsome, middle-aged gentleman with a gold-rimmed 
eyeglass hanging on his waistcoat, is playing the host for 
a small group of friends, lording it over them with his 
shrewd mind and clever conversation. His companions 
excitedly discuss a Grecian revolt against Turkey. But 
at the last minute, Peer intervenes. Let them go ahead 
and rescue the Greeks. A noble deed it will be. But as 
for him, he has cash in his pocket and is still himself, 
Peer Gynt. Angered by his selfishness, his friends steal 
his yacht which unfortunately blows up in mid-ocean, 
thus confirming Peer in his belief that he was pre- 
ordained for greater things. 


Anitra’s Dance. (Band 2) 


In Africa, Peer also succumbed to the dark-eyed 
beauty of Anitra, the dancing girl, who believed this 
blond giant a reincarnation of the Prophet. Peer kid- 
naps her and rides away over the desert on his milk- 
white steed. She cunningly wheedles his remaining jew- 
els from him, slashes him across the fingers with her 
riding crop and dashes off at a gallop across the desert. 
Ruefully, Peer decides to leave off being an Arab. It is 


time for him to turn his face homeward. 


The Death of Ase. (Side 2, Band 1) 


Alone in her small room, Ase, mother of Peer, picks 
restlessly at the coverlet of her bed, wondering when 
her son will come to her. He has been gone now for many 
months, hiding in the mountains from the wrath of the 
villagers who become incensed at Peer’s scandalous ab- 
duction of one of the village girls on her wedding night. 
Peer enters, his usual carefree self. In a poignant scene, 
he entertains his mother with one of his romantic fancies 
as she lies dying. Of a sudden, Peer turns to her in 
alarm. She has died. 


In the Hall of the Mountain King. (Band 2) 


As a young and thoughtless lad, Peer meets by chance 
with a woman clad in green, riding a pig over the moun- 
tainsides. Brought into the Troll-King’s presence by his 
strange acquaintance, he soon discovers she is the king’s 
daughter. Peer has been summoned to wed her. In no 
time at all, the hall is filled with swarming imps and 
trolls, outraged at a mortal man approaching their 
queen. A furious climax in the music brings Peer to his 
senses. Boldly he agrees never to associate with human- 
ity again, to eat of their food, even to wear a tail like all 
proper trolls, but when the king prepares to “slit his 
eyes a bit awry” so his perspective will be changed, Peer 
balks. That would be an irretrievable mistake. The king 
loses his temper and orders the imps to dash him off the 
cliff. Overcome with terror and confusion, Peer faints. 
When he wakens he finds himself safe on the mountain- 
side before his mother’s hut.

DVARD GRIEG composed the incidental music for 

Ibsen’s fantastic drama, Peer Gynt, at the request 
of Ibsen himself. The music, first published as a piano 
duet, originally comprised twenty-two numbers, eight of 
which were subsequently extracted and arranged into 
two orchestral suites. 


Morning Mood. (Side 1, Band 1) 

This lovely tonal picture was written by Grieg for the 
opening scene of the fourth act of Peer Gynt. Peer, a 
handsome, middle-aged gentleman with a gold-rimmed 
eyeglass hanging on his waistcoat, is playing the host for 
a small group of friends, lording it over them with his 
shrewd mind and clever conversation. His companions 
excitedly discuss a Grecian revolt against Turkey. But 
at the last minute, Peer intervenes. Let them go ahead 
and rescue the Greeks. A noble deed it will be. But as 
for him, he has cash in his pocket and is still himself, 
Peer Gynt. Angered by his selfishness, his friends steal 
his yacht which unfortunately blows up in mid-ocean, 
thus confirming Peer in his belief that he was _pre- 
ordained for greater things. 


Anitra’s Dance. (Band 2) 


In Africa, Peer also succumbed to the dark-eyed 
beauty of Anitra, the dancing girl, who believed this 
blond giant a reincarnation of the Prophet. Peer kid- 
naps her and rides away over the desert on his milk- 
white steed. She cunningly wheedles his remaining jew- 
els from him, slashes him across the fingers with her 
riding crop and dashes off at a gallop across the desert. 
Ruefully, Peer decides to leave off being an Arab. It is 


time for him to turn his face homeward. 


The Death of Ase. (Side 2, Band 1) 


Alone in her small room, Ase, mother of Peer. picks 
restlessly at the coverlet of her bed, wondering when 
her son will come to her. He has been gone now for many 
months, hiding in the mountains from the wrath of the 
villagers who become incensed at Peer’s scandalous ab- 
duction of one of the village girls on her wedding night. 
Peer enters, his usual carefree self. In a poignant scene, 
he entertains his mother with one of his romantic fancies 
as she lies dying. Of a sudden, Peer turns to her in 
alarm. She has died. 


In the Hall of the Mountain King. (Band 2) 


As a young and thoughtless lad, Peer meets by chance 
with a woman clad in green, riding a pig over the moun- 
tainsides. Brought into the Troll-King’s presence by his 
strange acquaintance, he soon discovers she is the king’s 
daughter. Peer has been summoned to wed her. In no 
time at all, the hall is filled with swarming imps and 
trolls, outraged at a mortal man approaching their 
queen. A furious climax in the music brings Peer to his 
senses. Boldly he agrees never to associate with human- 
ity again, to eat of their food, even to wear a tail like all 
proper trolls, but when the king prepares to “slit his 
eyes a bit awry” so his perspective will be changed, Peer 
balks. That would be an irretrievable mistake. The king 
loses his temper and orders the imps to dash him off the 
cliff. Overcome with terror and confusion, Peer faints. 
When he wakens he finds himself safe on the mountain- 
side before his mother’s hut.
